At 17 he taugtot a winter, school in the town of China 
fourteen miles from home, and continued to teach during wta- 
tere; while fitting for college. Entering Waterville College, (now 
Colby University) In 1851, toe remained there a year and a half 
and then became a student at Dartmouth College, from which

could be presented. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— The Com- 


mission -which the President, is about 
to appoint to proceed to the Philip- 
pines will not be subject to the con- 
firmation of the United States Senate, 
but will be named under reserved au- 
thority of the President and its ex- 
penses will be paid out of the appro- 
priations. It is not expected to com- 
mit the United States Government to 
recognition of the independence of the 
natives nor is it to frame a scheme of 
government for the islands as was the 
case with the Hawaiian Commission. 
Undoubtedly, however, the Commis- 
sioners will unofficially confer with 
the natives and advise with the mil- 
itary authorities, it being felt here 
that men of their experience and qual- 
ifications will be valuable counselors 
in the conditions now existing.

Clarke has made many experiments 
and finds that almost anything will 
grow here that can be raised in Cali- 
fornia, and of a good quality. Especial- 
ly is thus true of the mulberry tree, on 
which the silk work feeds. 
When- 


asked regarding the effect of insect 
pests on the mulberry tree Mr. Clarie 
replied that the mulberry will grow in 
the mountains as well as on the low- 
lands and in the high altitude they are 
safe from the destructive beetle. 


Mr. Clarke recently received 
from 


the States some eggs of the silk worm. 
Part of them he sent to Leon Malterre, 
principal of Onomea school, Hawaii! 
He also gave some to the Normal 
Training School, with which experi- 
ments will be made by the students 
under the direction of Professor Wood.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The 


House Committee on Territories 
reached a final agreement this 
afternoon to make a favorable 
report on the Hawaiian, bill. The 
agreement to report was unan- 
imous, although the Democrats 
of the committee reserved the 
right to make a. minority report 
opposing several features of the 
Mil. The drafting of the ma- 
jority report was left to Chair- 
man Knox, who will take sev- 
•eraj days before presenting the 
Mil and report. 


As agreed to the bill is in all 


essential features the bill sub- 
mitted by the Hawaiian Com-

made by the Senate committee, 
and also as a result of the dis- 
cussions before the committee, 
covering more than a month. 
.Most of the Senate amendments 
are agreed to, the purpose being 
to have the legislation in both 
Houses conform as far as pos- 
sible. In addition to these, sec- 
tion 25 of the committee bill is 
struck out. It provided punish- 
ment of persons guilty of dis- 
respect or offense against the 
legislative bodies of Hawaii.

section 75. for an investigation 
of the land laws of Hawaii, The 
qualifications of electors, Rep- 
resentatives and Senators, which 
tvave been subject to much dis- 
cussion, are arranged so that no 
limitations are placed on admis- 
sion to the House, while the 
qualifications of Senators and 
electors of Senators are $1000 of 
property or $600 income.

o i.he water while attempting to cross 
Tver from the steamer Australia which 
s anchored at the Oceanic dock to the 
Island steamer Helene, which is lying 
alongside of 'tbe big Coast steamer. 
The woman missed her footing and 
eu into the water 'between the vessels, 


tiling her companion down with her. 
Onl 
tbe -woman's cries for help 


j were heard -by night watchman Mc- 
Creeken, of the Australia, and John, 
who is night captain of the Custom 
watch. Both were at the side of the 
Australia within a •minute or two after 
the couple fell. By lowering a rope 
they were able to rescue the woman. 
Sylva went to the bottom. The waters 
refused to surrender Ms body up to 
2:30 o'clock tiiis morning. 


Miss Perry told ber story to the Ad- 


vertiser very shortly after her rescue, 
fler statement is as follows: 


"Joe Sylva is my own cousin. He 


and I had been together during the 
evening. We had not drank much; 
only a little beer. We went on board 
or' the Australia about 12 o'clock, and 
after talking a brief time with the 
night watchman on the steamer, Sylva 
called me to the side of the ship and 
asked me to accompany him over to 
the Helene, to call a boat and go row- 
ing. 
I did not want to go but Sylva 


led me on until we were both standing 
on the steps on the side of the steamer. 
The jump over to the Helene did not 
appear to be over two or three feet. 
The vessels were moving to and fro to 
the water some. We started to make 
the jump and the next thing I realized 
myself falling into the water. 


I could swim and immediately be- 


gan to float. Help reached me almost 
instantly. I never saw Slyva after we 
fell." 


Night Watchman McCreeken saw 


the couple fall. He is of the opinion 
that Syiva struck his head while fall- 
ing and sank at once to the bottom. 


Sylva and Miss Perry are of Hawaii- 


an and Portuguese blood. The man is 
said to be in tbe employ of the Wilder 
Steamship company as donkey man on 
the Helene. He was well known along 
the wharf and was an intelligent fel- 
low.

Do Not Ask Much of Town People- 


View* of Local Men—favor- 


able and Unfavorable. 


The last steamer from San Francisco 


brought a second 'letter from the pro- 
moters of the Industrial Exposition and 
Agricultural Pair scheduled to be held 
in Honolulu in May or June of this 
year. They tftate that the mamufactur- 
ere, merchants and producers of the 
Pacific Coaet, who have resolved 
to 


participate In the Exposition, are very 
desirous to know tbs feeling of the 
merchants in Honolulu toward their 
scheme. Nothing has 'been received by 
them from the Islands In reply to the 
letter eent °by Hawaiian Consul Charles 
T. fWilder, of San 'Francisco, (pub- 
lished In this paper) in which the aims 
and objects of the proposed Exposition 
were fully outlined. 


Charles De Garmo Gray is the auth- 


or of the last letter. He is anxious to 
impress upon the minds of the mer- 
chants of Honolulu that the exhibitors 
have no desire, or intention, to change 
the present system of business in Ho- 
nolulu. "They eimply wish, to show, 
by spending their own money," writes 
Mr. Gray, "that they desire the friend- 
ly relationship already existing be- 
tween the Hawaiian merchant and pro- 
ducer, to continue. Since the writing 
of our first letter ito Consul Wilder, 
additional assurance has been made of 
a desire on the part of a large number 
of other manufacturers, to make ex- 
hibits in Honolulu>xand we are now as- 
sured of a sufficient number who will 
pay liberally for space, to meet all ex- 
penses. There ds no question 'but that 
the Exposition will be held during May 
or June, if the merchants rwill only give 
us an expression of their feeling to- 
ward the project The manufacturers 
insist that they must have the patron- 
age and moral support of the mer- 
chants before they 'Will undertake it" 


Mr. Gray also mentions in his letter 


that the manufacturers will make ex- 
penditures in Honolulu aggregating 
over $10,000 in connection with the Ex- 
position. 


Mr. Gray will be notified that the en- 


tire matter will be taken up and dis- 
cussed at the next meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce 


The Advertiser 'has interviewed a 


number of mereihantB concerning their 
attitude toward the scheme. All have 
their own ideas about the matter and 
very few coincide. Secretary J. G. 
Spencer^ of the Chamber of Commerce, 
says there was unfavorable talk among 
some of the (merchants at the last meet- 
ing of the Chamber. President Ather- 
ton was confined at his home on ac- 
count of illness, and ihia views on the 
matter could not be ascertained yester- 
day.

The permit immigrants put faith in 


the word of this Republic, left their 
families and business here, and visited 
their ancestral homes in China.

It was a contract as bind- 
ing, until annexation took place, as the 
contract to pay the public debt 


This Republic made a contract of an- 


nexation with the United States. Ow- 
ing to haste in the transaction, and a 
lack of Important knowledge, the act 
of annexation was completed, without 
providing for, or protecting, the legal 
rights of these permit immigrants. 
BoCh the officers of the Federal gov- 
ernment and of the territorial govern- 
ment are under obligation to execute 
tile Federal law of annexation, however 
harsh or cruel or unjust it may he. 
The permit immigrants are deprived 
of their liberty, and their homes, by 
reason of the execution of this law. 


But the territorial government still 


remains responsible to these permit 
immigrants for the loss and damage 
arising out of its failure to keep its 
contract with them. This is the higher 
law, and there is no escape from it. 


The territory cannot, it is presumed, 


be held responsible in the courts, be- 
cause independent States and sover- 
eignties are lawless, so far as an in- 
dividual is concerned.

court of conscience is there any rem- 
edy. 
Courts of conscience are usually

Duly authorized relatives or repreeen- 
ta.lives of the families of the deseased 
soldiers who wish the remains sent to 
their homes are requested to at once 
notify the quartermaster-general 
of 


such desire, stating in full the name of 
the soldier, the company and regiment 
to which, he belonged, snd the address 
of the town, county and state to Which 
the remains are to be forwarded, and 
the names of uae parties in whose care 
the remains are to be snipped, BO that 
they can be advised of the date of 
shipment when made." 


The act of Congress referred to ap- 


propriates $200,000 for this purpose.

Rice reported that 
before July 1st.

Labor companies of 


Japan were sending laborers as fast 
as they could 'be secured. Commis- 
sioner Powderly also reported that 
confidential information had come that 
250 Italians were under contract with 
Hawaiian planters and were being 
sent forward at once.

Disease Has Wiped Out Live Stock

and the prolonged drought, South Af- 
rica is threatened with a meat famine. 
During the year ended May 31*t last, 
according to a report to the State De- 
partment from United States Consul 
Stowe at Cape Town, no less than 1,- 
400,000 nead of cattle were lost from 
these causes, while in the same time 
the loss of Hheep was 2,086,000. In many 
districts the drought has become worse 
since May. All over the country the 
farmers are selling their breeding 
stock for slaughter, and the price of 
meat is rapidly rising In the cities it 
now sells for from 20 to 40 cents per 
pound for beef aad 20 cents for mut- 
ton. Prices of living are mounting to 
the danger point.

through the Olaa coffee district in the 
interests of MeCord Brady Co., Omaha, 
U. S. A., who exhibited and served Ha- 
waiian coffees at the Trans-Jdississippi 
Exposition, receiving a diploma for the 
highest award for these coffees und«r 
taeir brand, Stone Idol Chop. 
This 


trip was taken lor the purpose of as- 
certaining why it was that Hawaiian 
coffees aifler so materially in style, 
grading and cup quality. In a car 
which we recently received at Omaha 
were six difterent marks, and on grad- 
ing -same -and testing in 'the cup it. was 
found that no two of tihem were alike 
in any respect. 


The principal defects were sour 


beans, a few bligMs, black beans, bad 
style and color, poor drinking quality. 


Out of the six marks only three of 


them were good enough to sell as Ha- 
waiian coffee.

T\he planter who 
is producing good coffees suffers from 
this as weld as the careless planter—as 
it injures the name "Hawaiian." Every 
planter should therefore be interested 
in seeing that his neighbor is using Iflie 
right method and producing high qual- 
ity coffees. 


In the States a coffee roaster who is 


in the market for a grade of good cof- 
fee—Maraeai'bo, Mexican, Hawaiian or 
any 'Other—will not look at a sample 
winch contains eour beans, or other de- 
fects. The ooffee he wants must drink 
well and be of good style in the roast 
as well as in the green. The result is 
that the defective coffee (has to wart for 
a buyer at a very low price. A few 
sour beans in a sample m«ans a reduc- 
tion in value of several cents a pound. 
Most of this may be avoided by using 
the proper methods and care in picking 
and curing the crop. The principal 
causes of defective coffees are picking 
unripe cherries and faillen cherries, de- 
lay Ln pulping, bruising in pulping, 
over fermenting, and improper dry- 
ing. 
Every unripe cherry picked from 


a tree is a loss in money to the owner. 
Small planters who have no drying 
house should not attempt to cure their 
own coffees, but should take them to a 
dryer who has the proper machinery 
and understands the business. It will 
save htm money to do this, and help 
raise the general average of quality of 
the entire Island crop. Below I ap- 
pend a few points which may Ue of 
value to some of your planters. 


Your association is in a position to 


bring about uniformity of methods in 
handling and cnring coffees, which will 
improve and make more uniform in 
style, grading and quality all the cof- 
fees in your district, Which is to the 
interest-of all concerned. 


The other coffee districts should also 


have their associations. No planter 
should (hesitate to join an association 
whose object is to improve the condi- 
tion and quality of their crops. The 
planter who •understands his business 
should not (hesitate because his coffee 
can't be improved upon. He is vitally 
nterested in .seeing that his neighbor 
produces good coffee also, as a percent- 
age of poor coffee injures the entire 
coffee interest in the eyes of the coffee 
world.

HER FATAL LEAP 


A Jump to Death By a 


Girl Visiting Kame'ha. 


Was Formerly a Pupil-Out of Her Mini. 


Instant Death—An leanest 


to Be Held. 


A death of the most shocking and 


disturbing nature occurred at Kam«- 
hameha Girls' School about 4:30 p. m. 
on Saturday. Grace Naimahana-i-kalaool 
B. <Kahea leaped from a third story 
window and lived but a few seconds 


Ler the terrible fall. Her neck was 


broken, ehest - ibones fractured, both 
wrists broken and the face maimed. 
The girl was aged atrout 18. She had 
been a pupil in tfbe school up to about 
a month ago and was there Saturday 
on a visit. Geo. C. Beckley is her uncle 
and her parents 'have the care of the 
royal mausoleum in Nuuanu valley. 
The girl was of unsound mind and 
committed suicide. It had been noticed 
for some time that her actions were 
peculiar, but it was not thought she 
was seriously touched with madness. 


The girl went out to the school with 


her sister. These two and two others 
were in a room together. Grace man- 
aged on one pretext and another to 
send two of the girls from the place. 
Then she made for the window. The 
ocher girl caught Grace's skirt and if 
the garment had not parted both would 
kave fallen below. The distance to the 
ground was between forty and forty- 
two feet.

FLEET IS TO GATHER THERE

The U. S. Gunboat Yortotown Is an- 


chored dn naval row, having reached 
Honolulu yesterday morning. The ves- 
sel sailed from San Francisco on the 
evening of January 12. 


Commander Sperry, of the York- 


txrwn, has orders from the Navy De- 
partment to rush to Manila. .The com- 
mander has given .Instructions to coal 
the vessel with all possible haste. The 
Yorkto-vra •will in all likelihood set sail 
early Wednesday few Guam, where the 
vessel wdll ibe recorded before proceed- 
ing on to Manila. 


The rush orders reached the York- 


town just a few hours previous to her 
departure. 
Telegraphic orders also 


came for the Benninston, to accom- 
pany the Yorktown to Manila, under 
full boilers. The Benningtxra. left Ho- 
nolulu for Guam less than a fortnight 
"**• 
Word reached the commander of the 


Yorfctown that the Navy Department 
also sent rush orders to the Montgo- 
mery, Marbtehead, Detroit, Castine 
and 'Machias, all on th« Atlantic 
Coast, to report to Admiral Dewey at 
Manila. These vessels will go through 
the Suez canal. Tie Helena has also 
left the Atlantic Coast for Manila. 


The general impression among the 


York'town's officers is that the ad-minis- 
tration at Washington is fearful lest 
Spain, or some other power, will stir 
up tfhe insurgents and cause trouble. 
It is .proposed that Admiral Dewey 
shall have a most formidable-fleet un- 
der 'his command, to enable" him to 
cope with any emergency. 


The Yorktowm also brought the news 


tihat the converted auxiliary cruiser, 
Yosemite, toad been ordered to Manila 
for the purpose of doing steamer duty 
between Manila and Gaum. 


The Yorktown has 1700 tons displace- 


ment. She .is a sister ship of the Ben- 
nington and Concord. Her comple- 
ment includes 181 officers and men.

Constitution of the Nation—Notable 


Discussion—Property and 


Intelligence. 


Ttoere are many in the United States, 


opposed to President MoKinley's poli- 
cy of annexation and expansion, who 
are fond of oriticlsitig the style of 
government in tne Republic of Hawaii, 
and the forms proposed for the new 
territorial acquisition of the United 
States, as un-Amerieam. and undemo- 
cratic. An article in ithe December 
Forum by Prof. McMashr shows that 
practical statesmanship in the devel- 
opment of the United States baa paid 
littte regard to -the "glittering general- 
ities" of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence or the venerated Constitution. 
The men of 76 had their ideals of the 
equality of all men before the law, 
and of the just powers of government 
as conditioned In the consent of the 
governed; yet they founded their 
State governments on legislation "which 
ignored ithose ideals as being -subver- 
sion of order and stability, and not 
fundamental to any good or just gov- 
ernment Manhood suffrage was quiet- 
ly set aside for sensible and reasonable 
restrictiona, that accorded the privi- 
lege, for a privilege it is and not a 
natural inalienable right, limiting it 
In Connecticut to those who owned 
estate of a minimum value of $134, or 
giving an annual minimum income oi 
$7. In Massachusetts the voter must 
have an estate womb. $300, Or a rental 
for it of at least *15. In N. Y. the 
limitations were a freehold worth $100 
or a rental of $10. In Maryland an<3 
Norftih. Carolina, the voter must own 
50 acres of land, and to South. Carolina, 
besides this property qualification, he 
must 'be a free white unan believing in 
the existence of God and in a future 
state of reward and punishment. In 
only one State was there anything like 
universal suffrage, and that was an 
unintentional blunder. The Constitu- 
tion of New Jersey gave the franchise 
to "all inhabitants of the State" who 
were 21 years old, and owned $250 of 
unencumbered property. Nothing was 
said concerning race, sex, or citizen- 
dhJp, and for 31 years women, negroes, 
end aliens were free to vote and usad 
the right. 


Yet these founders of state did not 


violate any avowed principles of right 
and justice any more than did the 
Constitution of tne Republic of Hawaii 
so often estigmatyzed as undemocratic 
monopolistic, plutocratic. The simple 
fact to the case is that to have acted 
otherwise .than they did, to have dis- 
regarded local condition and social 
customs, would have been acts of dis- 
organization. There is a soft hearted- 
ness (and a soft headedness) in the 
false liberality of some theorizers, t!hat 
Is very much like betraying tine cause 
of truth and freedom witfh a kiss. 


When the time came for providing 


a form of government for the vast 
stretch, of territory north of the Ohio, 
in spite of the fact that nearly all the 
settlers were from tihe seaboard states, 
well accustomed to self government, in 
drawing up the famous ordinance of 


1784, 
Tihomas Jefferson, "tne father of 


democracy" was very far from acting 
on the theory that "just government 
derives its authority from tne consent 
of ithe governed." The Ordinance pro- 
vided for a governor, a secretary, and 
three judges, elected by Congress. The 
governor and judges selected tJie code 
of laws from the statute books of the 
13 original states. Until there were 
in the territory 5000 free white males 
of full age, not a vote was cast by the 
residents for a single territorial officer. 
Then a House of Representative was 
elected, every member to be the owner 
of a freehold of 200 acres of land. No 
government can endure that is not ad- 
justed to tie wants, condition and in- 
telligence of the people living under 
it. The territorial government, first 
established, has been the model on 
which succeeding territorial govern- 
ments have 1>een fasnioned. These all 
imply that £he U. S. Constitution ap- 
plies to tne States and not to territor- 
ies; that tie territories are the proper- 
ty and not a part of tie X" S that 
t.he just powers of tb* territorial pov- 
wniments are not derived from the 
consent of the jrovemed, a-nd further- 
more that only ench mea a« land own- 
ers -were fit to rule, and only the select 
flags who owned a groat deal of land 
'500 acres) were fit to Irirtslate, that 
CoTMrt-ftution H raited the po-wfir of tbe 
Federal Oownmfcnt over itbe S'.ates.

No dhamge was made from the old form 
of territorial 'legislation when Florida 
was acquired in 1822. When the still 
arger extent of territory with it« he- 
£TOgenous population was sliced off 
rom Mexico in 1848, the attempt wan 
made to extend the Constitution, which 
tolerated slavery, over the new terri- 
tory; but it was resisted. Trial by 
lury, ithe habeas corpus, ard other 
safeguards of personal liberty were as- 
sumed to be extended by the Constitu- 
tion over every new territory. Oal- 
houn argued that Che Constitution is 
the supreme law of the land; and the 
territories are a part of. the land of 
the 'United States. Webster replied that 
the Constitution and the la-ws of Con- 
gress passed -under It are the supreme 
laws of the land, that is the land over 
which the Constitution Is established; 
and that is, the States, Under the 
compromise of 1850, Wie franchise was 
extended to all male citizens of the 
United States; "but the qualification of 
voters were to be determined by the 
several (legislatures, provided the suf- 
frage was not extended to other than 
citizens of the U. S. In 1862 slavery 
was abolished In the territories, and 
in 1867 came tine act of Congress order- 
ing .that there should be no denial of 
suffrage in any territory to any citizen, 
because of race, color, or previous con- 
dition of servitude. 


The problem of negro suffrage would 


never have taken on the divisive 
phases it is now assuming, if there had 
been some educational or property 
limitation applied to all claimants of 
the privilege. In the Southern States, 
as in the Hawaiian Islands, the exten- 
sion of the elective franchise is not a 
matter of mere theory, but of practical 
expediency.

HALE AND FRVE. 


Remarks 
by 
>lr. Hale on His 


Recent Renommation. 


Senator Eugene Hale of Maine ha» 


been renominated by the Senatorial 
caucus of the Maine Republicans. Re- 
garding expansion he said to the mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives:

TRUTH JS TOLD 


A New York Paper is Set 


Right on the Island. 


Had Classed Hawaii with Con- 


quered Possession—A Journal 


Is Asked to be Fair. 


(N. Y. Preae.) 


To the Editor of The Press. 


Sir:—May I be permitted once more 


to protest against the persistent man- 
ner in which Hawaii la misrepresented 
in your continued opposition to the ter- 
ritorial government which is about to 
be set up there. The following extract 
is from the double leaded 
editorial 


which appears In The Press today: 


"Among all the country's new de- 


pendencies, Cuban, Porto Eicon, Phil- 
ippine, there is not one which "baa not 
a claim equal in quality to that of Ha- 
waii and infinitely superior -m quan- 
tity." 


For more than two generations Ha- 


waii has had its own government, 
which this country has constantly 
recognized as a legitimate Government. 
During this period, and under the 
Christianizing and civilizing influences 
of American Institutions, both relig- 
ious and political, Hawaii has passed 
from the despotism of Kamehameha I 
to the constitutional monarchy of Ka- 
mehameha III, and from that to the 
Republic of January 17, 1893, under 
President Dole, and that Republic, ac- 
knowledged and respected by all th« 
great nations, maintained itself against 
the two assaults of Mr. Cleveland and 
his Secretary of State and the mare 
despicable attempts of the ex-Queen's 
friends to carry out by treason what 
Mr. Cleveland's diplomacy so signally 
failed to accomplish. And all this has 
been done without a single rebel or 
traitor being executed, and with the 
loss of less than a score of lives in the 
trifling skirmishes that have taken 
place at two different times. And 
while these changes in the political 
life have been going on, the material 
affairs have been so fostered and de- 
veloped that from a state of nearly 
naked and absolute poverty to a state 
of commercial and agricultural pros- 
perity, that is evidenced by the fact 
that Hawaii has neither paupers nor 
almshouses, wMle its* money in circu- 
lation is ten times and its export pro- 
ducts eight times as much per capita 
as our own marvelously wealthy coun- 
try shows. 


Nor 'have more important things 


than good government and the produc- 
tion of wealth been neglected. 'Without 
aid or interference from the state, min- 
isters of the Protestant and Catholic 
churches have been BO diligent to their 
work that <not a sonl in Hawaii that 
has come to the years of understanding 
is of necessity living in ignorance ol 
the trurh of the Gospel. In the matter 
of educating th« .people, the Republic 
of Hawaii ias made provision for 
schools so that every child of school 
age, from the highest to the lowest, 
may have a common school education 
in the English tongue. Can this last 
assertion toe made in truth of New York 
city? And can any of these things be 
said of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines, -where Spanish civilization bos 
had four times as many years in which 
to work out these problems, with tae 
powerful backing of the home Govern- 
ment and the authoritative teaching of 
the Catholic Church? 


There is no analogy between 
the 


admission of Hawaii as a Territory and 
State and the Islands which have c 
lately escaped from Spanish 
misrule 


and oppression. They can well afiord 
to wait for American civilization to do 
its work, and in this connection I would 
not for a moment forget the work of 
English clergymen, Jurists, teachers, 
and others who have ably seconded the 
efforts of our own countrymen in mak- 
ing Hawaii in every way the paraduo 
of the Pacific.

Stealing— In Deep Water. 


Just prior to the departure of the R. 


"M. S. rWarrimoo from Victoria, B. C., 
news was received of the following ex- 
traordinary disaster at Tacoma, Wash., 
January 14: 


Last night a terrific gale raged on 


the bay, t!he wind blowing at something 
like 75 miles an hour, during which the 
British bark Andelana, 2395 tons, Capt. 
G. W. Stalling, sank in 22 fathoms of 
water in front of St. Paul mill wharf. 


The vessel arrived a few days ago 


from Shanghai, via Port Angeles, but 
had discharged her ballast and was 
lying at anchor waiting to be towed to 
her loading iberth. 


Two great booms of logs were placed 


by the Andelana, one on each side. 


During the gale, between 2 and 4 a. 


m., one of the ballast logs went adrift, 
causing the ship to careen and capsize 
With very .little warning. 


The crew on board at the time con- 


sisted of the captain, the mate and six- 
teen sailors, and all are believed to be 
drowned. They were caught like rats 
and had no dhance to escape. The ves- 
sel <was entirely without ballast and 
her hatches were open. On this ac- 
count It is supposed that when she 
careened after the log got away sh« 
commenced to fill with water immed- 
iately, and was probably bottom side 
up In about twenty minutes. She sim- 
ply went out of sight and but for the 
wreckage of the life boat and one of
